Science Instruction was “A Plea for 
the Study of Educational Philosophy 
on the Part of Science Teachers.“ He 
said in part: 

“Educational Philosophy has a par- 
ticular problem to solve. It seeks to de- 
termine, first of ali, the laws of 
thought. It is a necessary assumption 
of ail our attempts at education that 
within certain iimits our minds act 
alike. Educational philosophy seeks to 
determine the way in which the mind 
grows; what is the aim of educational 
efforts, and to determine the contents 
of each subject, or what there is in 
it that can be used to greatest ad- 
vantage for the purposes of education. 

“If there has been one advance in 
educational truth better demonstrated 
than any other, it is that in schools 
for general education the knowledge of 
the fact acquired is not the chief vaiue 
to be derived from a particular study. 
Just as the benefit derived from the 
Study of algebra is not to be looked 
for in the answers to the problems that 
the student so laboriously s>ives, and 
the vaiue of the study of Latin comes 
not from the knowledge of the histo- 
rical facts that the student learns 
While reading the Latin language, so 
the value of the study of science does 
not depend upon the knowledge that 
the pupil acquires, but upon the power 
the student acquires whiie ga ning that 
knowledge. 

“In our work on xy. we study 
the structure and life of animals, but

for Speedy Settlement of the Labor 
Troubles.

NEW YORK, July 11.—Discussing 
conditions in the tron and steel trades, 
the Iron Age says that the monthly 
blast-furnace statistics show that there 
has been a decline in the weekly ca- 
pacity of the coke and anthracite fur- 
naces from 306,991 tons on June 1 to 
303,793.tons on July 1, while the stocks 
of pig iron in the hands of the mer- 
chant furnaces declined from 333,813 
tons on June 1 to 327,761 tons on July 
1. In other words production and con- 
sumption nearly balanced. From all 
quarters comes confirmatory evidence 
that the consumption is phenomenal. 
Thus a leading official of the United 
States Steel Corporation reports that 
that concern is producing steel ingois 
at a rate which makes an output to 
10,000,000 tons likely this year.

LEWIS'S FERTILIZER. , 


Resolution by Gov. Gage Declaring the 
Man Guilty of Dishonest Acts and 
of Accepting Bribes Adopted by the 
State Capitol Commissioners. 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.t 
SACRAMENTO, July M.—The State 
Capitol Commissioners today ed 
State Gardener M. H. Dunn, ani ap- 
pointed J. C. Scroggs, a gardener in 
the Capitol grounds, in his place. 

Dunn’s dismissal grew out of the 
charges that he had exacted a com- 
mission from Thomas Lewis on sales 
of fertilizing material made by Lewis 
to the State. 

The State Capitol 
adopted resolutions, introduced by 
Gov. Gage, declaring that Dunn was 
guilty of dishonest acts; that he a 
cepted bribes from Furious parties. It 
is said Dunn got several thousands of 
dollars by compelling people to poy 
tribute to him.

“BOB” WILCOX’S VIEWS.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 11.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch] Robert W. Wilcox. 
Hawaitan delegate to Congress, arrived 
here from Washington yesterday. He 
s on his way back to Honolulu, after 
conferring with the administration offi- 
cals on several matters that are at 
present disturbing the peace and quiet 
of the island Territory, not the least 
Important of which ts the turmoil be- 
tween the political factions in the 
Island. which found expression in the 
adoption of a resolution by the lower 
house of the Hawalan Legisiature, 
asking President McKinley to remove 
Gov. Dole. Incidentally he has had 
the ear of Atty.-Gen. Knox on the 
question of the demand of the Hono- 
lulu bar for the removal of Judge 
Humphreys from office. 

“I do not think that all this wran- 
ling between the political and social 
factions in the islands wal result in 
any intervention by the officials at 
Washington,” he said when seen this 
evening. From all that I can gather, 
I think that the people of Honolulu 
will find, when all has been said and 
done, that the policy of the adminis- 
tration is to keep its hands out of the 
fight. I do not thnk that President 
McKinley will remove Gov. Dole, and 
I do not believe that Judge Hum- 
phreys will be disturbed in his post- 
tion. I think the only mistake of the 
administratién was in appointing a 
resident of the islands to the posit‘on 
of Governor. 

“Without desiring to say anything 
that can reflect on Gov. Dole, I be- 
lieve the Territorial Governor of Ha- 
wall should be a man who is not ider- 
tifled with either of the politicai fac- 
tions. In other words, I think the 
Governor should be appointed from the 
States. Such a Governor would find 
no difficulty in harmonizing factions 
and reducing factional feeling to a 
minimum.”

ALSO WORTHLESS CHECKS.

WASHINGTON. July 11.—Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Japan's purpose to in- 
crease her indemnity demand so she 
may be entirely reimbursed for her ex- 
penditures in China has met with de- 
cided opposition from European gov- 
ernments. This opposition is not par- 
ticipated in by the United States. On 
the other hand, this government de- 
clared Japan’s proposal meets with its 
approval. Japan submitted a very 
modest claim, amounting to $23,000,000. 
When it became apparent that the pow- 
ers would accept bonds from China in 
satisfaction of their claims, Japan an- 
nounced that she could not, seil her 
own bonds at par, and consequently, 
as her claim reported actual. money ex- 
pended, she would sustain quite a 
heavy loss. She therefore proposed to 
increase her claim by about $4,000,000, 
receiving between $27,000,000 and $28,- 
000,000 in bonds, instead of $23,000,000. 
Because of the possbility that Euro- 
pean nations would increase their 
claims, the United States was not at 
first disposed to favor an increase of 
the Japanese claim. Its objection dis- 
appeared, however, when it was shown 
all principal European governments 
could dispose of their bonds at 
par, and Mr. Rockhill reported that 
there was a difference of $22,000,000 be- 
tween the amount originally demanded 
by the powers and the aggregate of 
claims submitted by them. The in- 
crease in the Japanese indemnity could 
consequently be drawn from this dif- 
ference, and China would not be 
called upon to pay more than the sum 
she originalily accepted. | 
The effect of the opposition to in- 
erease Japan's indemnity will be to 
further postpone a settlement of ne- 
gotiations. 


PUPILS WERE KILLED. 

FOUGHT WITH MISSIONARIES.

BERLIN, July 11.— [BV Atlantic Ca- 
bie.] The Cologne Gazette publishes a 
dispatch from Seoul, Korea, dated 
July 6, saying that bloody conflicts, 
extending over a period of ten days, 
have occurred on the island of Quel- 


part, between Roman Catholi: mis- 
sionaries and their pupils, and the 
pupils are reported to have been 


killed during the encounters. 

The Governor of Quelpart, according 
to the dispatch, says the trouble was 
the fault of the pupils, and arose 
from their support of the tax collect- 
ors in levying illegal taxes upon the 
natives. Upon aring that two 
French missionaries had been killed on 
the island, a French warship pro- 
ceeded to Quelpart. Upon finding the 
missionaries in question alive, the war- 
ship returned. 

The Korean government has com- 
missioned Huan Junan and an Amer- 
ican court official to investigate the 
matter, and is sending a company of 
Korean infantry with them to Quel- 
part. The island is in the Yellow Sea, 
sixty miles south of Korea, to which 
country it is subordinate. It is a penal 
settlement.

MIXED FIGHT AT FRESNO.

GRAIN HANDLERS AT WORK. 


STOCKTON STRIKE OVER. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

STOCKTON, July 11.—The strike of 

the grain handlers is practically over, 
and today the union men are return- 
ing to work. It was conceded last 
evening on the part of the strikers 
that the strike would be declared off 
today, the men having been advised 
by State President C. D. Rogers of the 
Federation of Labor to go back to 
work. 
A conference was held this morning 
shortly before noon between the 
strikers and the warehouse owners, at 
which an agreement was reached sat- 
isfactory to all concerned. The men 
agreed (6 carry the strike no further, 
provided they would be taken back 
without prejudice on the part of the 
warehousemen, and they also agreed to 
recede from their demand that only 
union men be employed by the ware- 
housemen. 

On their part, the warehousemen 
agreed to pay the scale of wages de- 
manded by the union—30 cents an hour 
for regular time and 40 cents an hour 
for overtime. Formerly the men were 
paid 25 cents an hour, with nothing 
extra for overtime. : 
This morning there were none of the 
striker pickets on duty, everything 
was peaceable and quiet and several 
of the union men went to work with- 
out molestation. This afternoon, when 
it became known that the strike was 
off more of them returned to work. 
Most of them had no difficulty in 
getting their jobs back, but the ware- 
housemen propose to retain the men 
who came to their aid during the 
strike; at least, such of them as care 
to remain and can do the work satis- 
factorily. The best of feeling prevails 
on all sides, and it is believed there 
will be no further trouble. 

The warehousemen state that they 
could easily have recruited their forces 
up to the full quota this morning from 
the non-union men—Stanford and State 
University and Stockton High School 
students—who applied for work, but 
being satisfied that a settlement would 
be reached today, they kept the places 
for the union men. 

It is figured out that at least $500 
a day was kept out of circulation by 
the strike while it lasted. 


IRON WORKERS IMPRISONED. 
DISOBEYED COURT ORDER. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 
YORK (Pa.) July 11.—In the County 
Court today Judge Stewart rendered 
his opinion in the contempt cases 
growing out of the molders’ strike here 
in which George W. Test, representa- 
tive of the Molders’ Union of North 
America; John P. Frey of Wortester, 
Mass., fourth vice-president of the 
union, and Howard Wilmer of the 
local union, were adjudged guilty of 
contempt of court in violating the 
court's injunction § restraining them

Test and Frey, the leaders of 
strike, were sentenced to pay a fine of 
$250 and costs and undergo imprison- 
ment for thirty days, and Wilmer was 
fined $25, which he paid and was re- 
leased. Test and Frey, being unable 
to pay, were sent to jail. 

Judge Stewart, in concluding his 
opinion, said: 

The York Manufacturing Company 
is entitled to employ whom it chooses 
upon such terms as they and it may 
see fit to agree upon. Workmen have 
the right to contract with and work 
for whom they please upon such terms 
and conditions and for such pay as 
they may be willing to accept. These 
are rights which cannot be questioned 
or denied.

COMPORT STILL ALIVE. 


Chgerful and Nervy But the End Con- 
stantly Expected—No Clue to the 
Assassin Who Shot Him. | 
Lionel! H. Comport, who was shot by 
an unknown assassin at Twentieth 
and Toberman Kreets early Wednes- 
day morning, is still hovering between 
life and death at the California Hos- 
pital. There is increased weakness and 
a higher fever, accompanied by more 
pain. He is conscious most of the 
time, and but for the fact that his 


wound is such a serious one it might 


be considered that his condition has 
improved. His physicians have said 
that his recovery would be little short 
of miraculous. Last night one of them 
stated that Comport may live several 
days or die within an hour. 

The wounded young man maintains 
a wonderful cheerfulness and nerve. 
He talks rationalNy about the attempt 
to murder him and about other things 
which those who visit him may men- 
tion. He does not appear to be in the 
least excited, even when the shooting 
is mentioned. His brothers and sis- 
ters have teen with him almost con- 
stantly. 

Comport sticks to the story of the 
shooting as he first told it fifteen min- 
utes afterward. 

The officers are without the slightest 
clew as to the assassin. All that they 
know the public knows, and that is 
simply that the young man has been 
shot in the hack by an unknown man 
who made @* escape, and of whom 
only a meager description has been ob- 
tained. 

The detectives have not given up on 
the Comport case by any means, but 
with practically nothing to work on, 
the chances are that the young milk- 
man's assailant will not be captured 
no matter how jealous the officers may 
be in the search, 

At 3 o'clock this morning Comport's 
condition was wonderfully improved.

other business concerns. 
man who will succeed, who will pass 
others on the road to preferment, must 
be able to do more and better werk 
than his confreres; he must also have 
greater comprehension of the needs of 
the service especially in connection 
with the thing he is doing and with 
regard to collateral Interests; he must 
possess the tact to attract and please 
his superior officers, and be able to 
get along with those about him. or 
course he must be honest, loyal to his 
employer, and, finally, must never 
stint his efforts, but must do more 
than his employer expects of him. This 
last feature largely singles out men 
for preferment, and is as true of rail- 
M as of merchants, who always se- 

for advancement those who can 
— serve their interests. 

The railway service is more carefully 
classified in the case of great prop- 
erties than in the case oi smaller ones. 
This has been exemplified in the ex- 
perience of the writer. In 1860 he 
acted as a telegraph operator, was 
train dispatcher, -way-billed freight, 
passed upon the rates used in hand- 
ling freight traffic over the whole road, 


HE chances for rising in the serv- 
ice of railroads are dependent 


and finally, made up the freight ac- 
counts for the company. Today, on 
the same road, there is a corps of 


train dispatchers and a battalion of 
operators; twenty men are required to 
do the way-billing, fifteen. men at 
and 200 men to examine and make up 
the freight accounts for the general 
bookkeeper; while the writer remains 
simply an accountant. 


MANY KINDS OF RAILWAY LA- 
BOR. 


I prepared some years ago a care- 
ful classification of the officers and 
employés of ratiroads. This, with ad- 
ditions supplied by the United States 
Commissioner of Labor, shows that 
there are at least 1229 different kinds 
of employés in the service of rail- 
roads. Of course, my list was not 
complete and if today it were com- 
plete tomorrow would see other kinds 
of labor that should be separately 
classified. Most of the men who ap- 
pear in my list are experts and pos- 
seas exceptionally thorough knowledge 
of their business. Executive ability 
of a high order is required in many 
of the positions. The number of skfil- 
ful men is large in certain depart- 
ments, as, for example, in the loco- 
motive department; in other depart- 
ments the number is small in compari- 
son with the number of men em- 
ployed, as in the chief engineer's office. 
Of course the more extensive the 
property of a railroad and the heav- 
ier the traffic the more minutely are 
the duties divided. 

No man has ever yet been able to 
say with truth that he had fath- 
omed the intricacies of railway man- 
agement so that he had nothing fur- 
ther to learn. 
of its branches possesses problems pe- 
cullar to itself, requiring for their 
elucidation years of thoughtful study 
and practical acquaintance; and much 
ef this knowledge when acquired at 
the expense of so much time and pa- 
tience cannot be taught or explained. 
WORK THAT CALLS FOR SPE- 

CIALISTS. 

The minute division of work ren- 
ders it more difficult for one man, 
through practical experience, to ac- 
quire knowledge of any great number 
of diversified duties. He knows now 
how to do but one thing, except es he 
is promoted; of other departments and 
bureaus he has but a general know!l- 
edge. This confinement to a particu- 
lar duty renders periodicals, books and 
manuals of instruction absolutely nec- 
essary to railroad employés if they 
would acquire a general knowledge of 
the business as a whole; 4nd this 
general knowledge is necessary to en- 
able them to fulfill their respective 
duties in harmony with what is going 
on about them. Each year, it is su- 
perfluous to say, this harmony be- 
comes more perfect. 

If mien have not today in connec- 
tion with great corporations the same 
practical opportunities for widely di- 
versified knowledge that they had for- 
merly in connection with small roads, 
they are, on the other hand, required 
to be experts—specialists, in fact—in 
their sphere; and the chiefs of the 
various subdivisions of the service and 
their essistants receive for their work 
better pay than men formerly re- 
ceived for performing many kinds of 
work. 80 that, in the way of com- 
pensation and the chance of prefer- 
ment, there has practically been no 
curtailment. 

It follows that the service of rail- 
roads is as attractive as it ever was 
and offers as abundant opportunities 
for advancement. There may be fewer 


‘executive officers now than then, but 


so far as the rank and file are con- 
cerned, there is relativety just as much 
disbursed in the way of salaries and 
wages as formerly. A great Pailroad 
may need but one president now, 
where, perhaps there were fifty at one 
time—in connection with the small 
roads now forming consolidated com- 
panies—but there are as many actual 
workers, embracing officers and sub- 
officers, proportionate to the total force 
as in the old days. 
STABILITY OF SERVICE. 

Each year adds something to the 
stability of the services of fallroads 
and to the prospect of advancement 
based on length of service and fitness; 
and it is probable—nay, absolutely 
certain—that in the course of time 
owners of railroads will not permit 
any officer or employé ta be'dismissed 
except for good and sufficient cause. 
Indeed, this is practically the rule to- 
day and has been for many years. 
I cannot see, then, that the railroad 
service has lost anything from a ma- 
terial point of view by the merging of 
small in greater ones, but 
it has undoubtedly gained immensely 
in other respects. 

The force that operates a rallway is 
like an army. It is methodically or- 
ganized and drilled. It has its com- 
manders, its rank and file; its offi- 
cers, sub-officers and privates. Its 
action is, however, peaceful and con- 
cillatory. It strives at all times to 
preserve amicable relations with. ev- 
eryone. 

The officers and employés of rail- 
roads are trained to obey in all mat- 
ters relating to their business. In 
other things they are free. It is nec- 
essary that they should be obedient. 
The cotperation of a multitude can- 
not otherwise be secured. 

The ability and fitness of the older 
officers of a railway are represented 
with more or less accuracy by the po- 
sitions they occupy. They may not te 
conscious of this, but it is true. The 
officers of a railway are greatly de- 
pendent upon each other. Inefficiency 
cannot exist in one department with- 
out influencing other departments. 
Wher railways were small and their

ment this is no longer possible.

Upon 
a heavily worked line with but one 
track the train manager will be held in 
high esteem, while upon a line pos- 
sessing two or more tracks, where fa- 
cilities are ample, the position will be 
normal and the pay correspondingly 
moderate. An important element in 
fixing the compensation of those who 
work for railways is the prospect of 
permanent employment. The railway 
clerk, realizing the stable nature of 
his position and the opportunities of 
risirg to higher service, does not es- 
teem it a hardship that he works for 
less than private firms pay for the 
Same quality of labor, since the tenure 


ot the railway clerk is as permanent 


as anything of the sort can be. The 
tacit understanding that exists be- 
tween every company and its em- 
ployés—thet permanent service is a 
part of the consideration—is honorably 
observed. Managers change and with 
them the policies to which they gave 
birth, but the passive agent, w whe hep 
merely followed orders, is not K — 
tioned or disturbed. 

The service of corporations is pro- 
gressive. The office boy or junior 
clerk of today, working for nominal 
wages, is the future manager. 
QUALITIES OF THE RAILWA 

WORKER. 

Insubordination among railroad men 
is as great an offense as insubordina- 
tion in an army. A country thus 
cursed is in as great danger as if its 
soldiers were traitorous. In the opera- 
tions of railroads the interest of the 
owner in the employé must be con- 
stant, intelligent and marked; upon 
the part of the employé, loyalty to 
the property must be sturdy, un- 
swerving and apparent; the interests 
of the two are identical, and it follows 
that differences between them must in 
every case be equitably solved if pa- 
tiently borne. 

Rules and regulations governing 
trains and the station and track forces 
of railroads must have the force and 
effectiveness of a criminal code. Dis- 
Obedience endangers both life and 
property. It also prevents, here as 
elsewhere, effective and economical 
service. 

In railway practice each person must 
be adapted to the field he occupies. 
When he is not the public and the 
owner must suffer, because his defi- 
ciencies retard the efforts of others. 
Each must fit perfectly the place he 
fills; must be familiar with his duties 
and able and willing to yey them 
effectively. Not only must 2 be phy- 
sically and mentally capab but he 
must be normally so. He must com- 
mand the confidence and respect of 
his associates, his employers and the 
public. 

It is necessary that the forces of a 
railroad should possess esprit de corps 
coupled with interest, intelligence and 
ee which no evént can deaden or

EFFECT OF CORPORATE DISCI- 
PLINE. | 

While the discip'ine of corporate life 
is as absolute as that of an army, 
there is this difference between them: 
Army life destroys the individuality of 
all below the rank of officer; corpo- 
rate life intensifies the personality of 
subordinates by recognition.and pro- 
motion. Everyone knows that promo- 
tion will follow intelligence, faithful- 
ness and industry. The officers of rail- 
roads are drawn from the ranks. It 
is, therefore, for the interests of such 
corporations to build the intelli- 
gence and morals of rdinates;: to 
strengthen the ang by careful selec- 
tion and cultivation. Individuals 
should be taught to think and act for 
themselves in ell cases where discre- 
tion can safely be allowed. They will 
thus be taught self-reliance and the 
exercise of prudence and good judg- 
ment. 

The work of those in the employ of 
railroads must be continuous, syste- 
matic and orderly. It is said that 
cleanliness is next to odliness. I 
think, however, that orderliness comes 
next, because it is the most distinctive 
characteristic of the Creator. Clean- 
liness is largely conventional. But sys- 
temization or orderliness lies at the 
foundation of every beneficent thing, 
whether of nature or man. 

The Greeks taught policy. We should 
add to it method. The latter must be 
practiced by those who lead, by those 
who hope to win favorable notice, who 
hope to achieve distinction. It is not 
a thing confined to any particular oc- 
cupation or place. In railway em- 
ploy it is as necessary in the general 
office as it is in the machine shop; at 
the station as on the train; as benefi- 
cent in the department of buildings 
and bridges as in that of the track. 
There must be a place for everything. 
and a necessity that everything 
should be done at such a time. Men in 
judging of the capabilities of others, 
therefore, make no mistake in giving 
great weight to qualities of orderliness 
and systemization. 


FATE OF THE UNSYSTEMATIC 
MA 


Siothfulness and inactivity indicate 
worthlessness, and precede or attend 
decay of mental and physical facul- 
ties. They are evinced in a lack of 
method and system, just as the ef 
fective exercise of these forces indi- 
cates life and growth; one anticipates 
work and seizes it at the right time 
and in the most effective way; the 
othe. makes no preparation and suc- 
cumbs to 4ificulties instead of sur- 
mounting them. 

In corporate life it is the unsyste- 
matic man whose cry is most impor- 
tunate for more help, for additional 
assistance. The cause of his distress 
he does not surmise and cannot be 
taught. It is an inherent, fundamen- 
tal difficulty. There is, therefore, no 
cure for it. Such men are natural 
“hewers of wood and drawers of 
water.“ They are not equal to any 
place of power, no matter how re- 
stricted the field or how abundant the 
opportunity. 

The mor: capable men in business 
life are taught to comprehend and obey 
while young; they grow up in the serv- 
ice, passing from one branch of use- 
fulness to another as they increase in 
knowledge and understanding. Thus, 
in the operations of railroads a train 
dispatcher is the better for ‘having 
been a conductor or brakeman: a su- 
perintendent for having been an 
agent: a roadmaster for having been 
a track foreman, and so on through 
all the multitudinous departments and 
branches of the service.

DROWNED. 


Tale of Disaster from San 
Miguel Island—Fate 
of Some Sealers. 


SANTA BARBARA, July 
11 [From The Times’ Resi- 
dent Correspondent.} Two 
schooners arrived this even- 
ing from San Miguel Island, 
bringing a tale of loss of life 
and privations on San Miguel. 
The boats are the Ellen and 
the Santa Cruz, small schoon- 
ers from San Diego. 

The Santa Cruz had been at 
San Miguel Island about two 
weeks. She was under com 
mand of Capt. Andy Krutzen, 
who was accom panied by Phil 
Andersen and Severin Phillip- 
sen, all Norwegian sealers, 
who had formed a little com- 
pany to seal on the island on 
shares. 

On the afternoon of July 3, 
the three men attempted to go 
ashore in a cove on the west 
end of the island where the 
sea is always treacherous. 
They were approaching the 
shore when a blind breaker 
struck the boat and over- 
turned it without a moment’s 
warning. Phillipsen and 
Krutzen went down strug- 
giing in the foaming waters. 
Andersen managed to cling to 
the bottom of the boat and 
drifted several miles, at last 
going ashorein a little cove 
near Pinnacle rock. 

Weak and exhausted, he was 
a prisoner on the beach, for 
the bluff atthat point ie al- 
most inaccessible. For two 
days he was alone on the 
beach with nothing to eat but 
raw abalones. 

On the third day he plucked 
up strength and from sheer 
desperation climbed the 
cliff to the land above. It 
is a mystery how he man- 
aged to get up. He then 
got to a camp of China- 
men, and in a short time the 
Ellen, Capt. Curl, hove in sight 
and dropped anchor in the 
cove where the Santa Cruz was

LEPROSY IN UNITED STATES. 


Marine Hospital — After Work- 
ing for Nearly Three Years, Estimates 


That There are One Thousand Cases. 
(BY THE NEW A®ROCIATED 

NEW YORK, July 11.—A Washington 
dispatch to the Tribune says the Sur- 
geon-General of the Marine Hospital 
Service is not ready to publish the re- 
sults thus far obtained under his direc- 
tion in the attempt to enumerate the 
known cases of leprosy in the United 
States, for the returns are far from 
complete. But sufficient material has 
already been sécured by the experts 
who have been investigating for the 
last two years to indicate that there 
are at least one thousand lepers in this 
country, most of them immigrants 
from abroad, and to warrant strong 
recommendations to Congress for their 
segregation. 

The commission, consisting of Sur- 
geon J. H. White, Chairman and 
Past Assistant. Surgeons 8. T. 
Vaughn and M. J. Rosenau have been 
working under Congressional authority 
since 1899. They sent cireuiar letters 
to physicians, health officers, hospital 
superintendents and others in six hun- 
dred localities, covering the entire 
country, asking for révorts and intor- 
mation regarding leprosy patients. 
Eight thousand circulars have been 
sent out and only two th re- 
plies have been received. 

From these 277 lepers have been lo- 
eated and their names and addresses 
obtained. About one hundred are 
known to live in New Orleans, many of 
whom are well-to-do persons of good 
families. In New York seven cases 
have been reported. In San Francisco 
fifteen cases are known; twelve are 
confined to the pesthouse. Owing to

DUCATIONAL FOLLY. 

An article by Harold E. Gorst in 
the July number of Current Literature 
deals with the subject of modern ed- 
ucational methods, Mr. Gorst is evi- 


dently “a plain, blunt man,” for he 


doesn’t mince matters in the least in 
expressing his opinion—which is not 
a favorable one—of the theory and 
practice of education as it is imparted 
in our schools. There is undoubtedly 
a vast amount of energy, wasted, both 
by teachers and pupils, in the school 
work of today. And not only is en- 
ergy wasted, but time also, which is 
often of even greater moment. In the 
attempts which have been made of 
late years to improve upon former 
methods of education, the school has 
been evoluted“ to such a degree as to 
defeat, to a considerable extent, the 
primary purpose for which it was in- 
stituted and is maintained. 


the old-fashidned country school, 
with all its shortcomings, was not, 
more efficient as an educational me- 
dium than the graded or grammar 
schools of today, with their machine 
methods, their fads, and their infinite 
reeling and unreeling of red tape. In 
the opinion of many intelligent edu- 
cators, altogether too much is at- 
tempted in the common schools of to- 
day, with the result that compara- 
tively little is accomplished, in com- 
parison to that which might be ac- 
complished if less ground were cov- 
ered, or attempted to be covered. 

Mr. Gorst’s vigorous afticle is worth 
a quotation. He says: 

“Our existing school system consists 
in lumping together masses of school 
children in what are called classes, 


and stuffing into their head collect- 
ively a quantity of knowledge based, 


child, but upon a fixed code and cur- 
riculum. The principle is to set forty 
or fifty children doing and thinking 
precisely the same thing. The result 
is inevitable. There is a top of the 
class and a bottom of the class. Those 
who reach the former are regarded as 
the clever ones; those who remain at 
the latter are looked upon as dunces. 
The classification is wholly unfair and 
grossly idiotic. All that it really re- 
veals is the perniciousness of a sys- 
tem which creates stupid children by 
forcing upon their brains subjects for 
which they are not receptive. The 
fool of the Latin class might distin- 
guish himself in natural history, but 
the pedagogue goes on stuffing him 
with syntax and grammar, regardless 
of the fact that his mind is absorbed 
in beetles, and that he never attends

Our modern 
schools apparently bend their chief 
efforts toward the accomplishment of 
this impossible thing. Until there ts 
a radical change in this regard, our 
educational systems can never attain 
to the highest efficiency.

FREEDOM OF RIOT. 


[New York Times:] If there is any 
sicn of the times which would give 
subport to Wayne Macveagh's gloomy 
predictions of coming violence and rev- 
olution it might be found in the senti- 
ments to which Matthew Barr, presi- 
dent of the Amalgamated Sheet Metal 
Workers’ Association, gave expression 
in a letter to The Times, published in 
our issue of yesterday. President-Barr 
is a frank supporter of the amendment 
to its constitution adopted by the Be- 
nevolent Association of his union for- 
bidding its members to join the Na- 
tional Guard of the State of New York. 
This amendment reads as follows: 

“Any person a member of the regular 
army or navy, or of the State militia 
or Naval Reserves, shall not be eligible 
to membership in this association. Any 
member of this association who shall 
become a member of either one of the 
above-named bodies must tender his 
resignation of membership to the asso- 
ciation at once.” 

A correspondent who signed himself 
“A Man Without a Country” recently 
wrote to the Times that, while he had 


chafed under the tyranny of the union. 


to which he was forced to belong, he 
was made ashamed and outraged in 
every patriotic sentiment by this 
amendment. President Barr denounces 
this correspondent and triumphantly 
makes this point against him: 

“If he had written the truth it would 
have gone unchallenged, but when he 
sent a garbled statement about the by- 
law, which prohibits our members from 
joining the State militia and other like 
bodies in time of peace, having left 
out that it was distinctly provided 
that the section would not apply when 


the United States was at war with a 


foreign nation, he sought to convey a 
wrong impression. This stamps him as 
having a correct estimate of himself 
when he subscribed himself as he did.“ 

We suppose by this distinction the 
president of the Sheet Metal Workers’ 
Association thinks to save the standing 
of its members as good citizens. They 
are willing to fight a foreign foe—the 
Russians, Turks, or Prussians, and 
particularly the Englishmen—but they 
are forbidden to bear arms for the sup- 
pression of civil disorder. The State 
government may be overthrown and 
the red flag of anarchy be nailed to the 


flagstaff of the Capitol at Albany, but

When the United States is at war with 
a foreign foe its troops have other 
business than the suppression of dis- 
orders due to labor strikes. The militia 
of the several States, and in particu- 
lar the National Guard of the State of 
New York, are not infrequently or- 
dered out to disperse mobs of strikers 
and their sympathizers. When the 
local police and constabulary are un- 
able to preserve order the militia is the 
arm of authority upon which the State 
relies to prevent booldshed and protect 
the rights of property owners. 
President Barr and his association 
having set up the doctrine that militia 
interference with mobs of strikers is a 
form of oppression, proceed to take the 
logical and practical step of boycotting 
the National Guard. Carried far 
enough, this policy would reduce the 
National Guard to a handful of men

who would be easily overcome by the 
mob. Striking employés of transporta- 
tion companies and manufacturing es- 
tablishments would then be free to 
tear up rails, overturn cars, stone pas- 
sengers, burn buildings, wreck machin- 
ery and club the life out of men who 
were willing to take the places they 
had left at wages satisfactory to them 
selves. 
This is the whole ‘meaning of the 
amendment to the constitution of 
President Barr’s association. It is a 
demand for the freedom of riot. That 
right is put upon the same basis as 
freedom of speech and of the 
something the State has no right to 
take away and which the trades un- 
ions, to the extent of their power and 
influence, will prevent it from taking 
away. 
There can be no worse citizenship 
than this. The absence of patriotism 
is complete. Respect for authority, 
obedience to law, and love of civil or- 
der are quite incompatible with the 
letter and spirit of this amendment to 
the Sheet Metal Workers’ constitution. 
The laws of New York say that every 
citizen between the ages of eighteen 
and forty-five shall be liable to en- 
in the militia. President 
Barr’s union says that none of its 


members shall be so enrolled. 


It is a very singular exhibition of the 
present spirit of organized labor. It 
would be disquieting if it were not 
confined within narrow limits. The 
great mass of workingmen in the 
United States abhor these doctrines. 
The solid substance of our Anglo- 
Saxon civilization stands opposed to 
them. It it were not so, if the demand 
for freedom of riot were so general as 
to be apparently about to prevail, con- 
sternation would seize upon the com- 
munity. Men would prepare to leave 
the doomed country, taking with them 
their portable possessions; commerce 
would perish, business be destroyed, 
and the advocates of the freedom of 
riot would be left to exercise upon 
each other the destructive privilege 
they had secured. 

The doctrines of President Barr are 
detestable, but in this republic and in 
the existing state of public opinion they 
are not dangerous. The letter of “A

trolling scale pests, namely, the cyan- 
ide process. 


Then the distillate proposition does 


not fall fat, because it is not on trial. 
The fumigating process has not killed 
99 per cent., nor 90 per cent., during 
the last year, and, taking all fumiga- 
tors’ work into consideration, and yet 
everybody is preparing to gas his trees 
the same. And, finally, if a treat- 
ment left alive only one in 1000, the 
are in all scale probabilities 
it would now reach the incubating 
state. So long as the perfection of 
this work is only one of degree there 
should be no criticism of any honest 
effort to exterminate insect pests by 
any means whatsoever, for its efficacy 
cannot long remain in a questionable 
state.

Farmer’s Microscope. | 

I heard a very interesting matter 
discussed at a Glendora farmers’ meet- 
ing last Saturday afternoon, the prop- 
osition of purchasing a community mi- 
croscope. The community is prepar- 
ing for another thorough crusade 
against the black scale, and the query 
as to the proper time to begin the 
work this season brought out the ad- 
vice that the club invest $30 or $40 in 
a compound microscope. The fine in- 
strument owned by Los Angeles county 
cost only $40, with its extra lenses and 
other equipments. A less powerful 
giass than this should not be bought 
for the use of clubs or neighborhoods. 
I will venture the statement that ev- 
ery community loses many times the 
cost of a dozen of that style of mi- 
croscope, by not having an instru- 
ment at hand to train “upon the scale 
to determine the best time te make the 
attack. 

The scale is not an ephemeral pest. 
It is like Tom Moore's troublesome 
visitor, of which he wrote, “You may 
crush, you may smother the flea as 
you will, but his »rothers and sisters 
will cling round you still.” Insect 
pests will always be with us, hence 
the necessity of community collec- 
tions of predatory insects, microscopes 
with which to examine them and liter- 
ature relating to their life habits and 
means of their control. There is no 
better means of studying insect life 
than through a permanent collection, 
which is always at hand and ready for 
examination and comparison. It is 
related that in the winter of 1874 a 
controversy arose as to whether the 
European and the American house fly 
were identical. To the disgust of en- 
tomologists not a single fly could be 
found in any American collection. For 
the same reason that the fire depart- 
ment scatters its engine houses all 
over the city the horticulturists of ev- 
ery community should have a local 
point from which to observe the at- 
tacks of insect pests and to render 
timely assistance. 

—— — 
A Broad Decision. 

Close readers of The Times noticed 
a small news dispatch from Riverside 
Tuesday morning, announcing that the 
Supreme Court of the State had sus- 
tained the Horticultural Commission in 


its suit against an orange grower of 


Riverside county, to compel him to 
clean up his orchard trees. The case 
will bear a little pointed elaboration, 
as it is of extreme importance to our 
fruit-growing interests. A ranch owner 
named Alfred Butcher, after being duly 
notified to disinfect his trees, refused 
to do so. The commissioners had the 
work done, and sued Butcher upon his 
refusal to pay the bill. Upon his con- 
struction of the law Judge Noyes de- 
cided against the county. An appeal 
was taken, and finally the Supreme 
Court sustained the contention of the 
commissioners at every point, order- 
ing Butcher to pay the $157 due, to- 
gether with the costs of sult, and the 
claim to become a lien upon the prop- 
erty if not paid. 

In the evolution ot horticultural 
enactment it is about the proper time 
to accept the fact that these laws 
are reasonable, constitutional and 
valid in every respect. When the hor- 
ticultural authorities are literally 
driven to the use of compulsory meas- 
ures to protect the public from infec- 
tion in such as the Butcher case. it 
is useless to set up a counter claim 
upon the grounds that all the infec- 
tion was not destroyed. If the work 
is done at the time the judgment of ex- 
perienced men prescribe, in a careful 
manner, and with the proper material 
that should be sufficient ground for a 
demand of payment from the refractory 
individual, and that is the interpreta- 
tion that will follow the decigion of 
the court just rendered. 

Our Forests Primeval. 

I learn from B. F. Allen that the 
pine seed planted upon the burned area 
of the San Gabriel range, is deing 
well, having sprouted generally, and 
shown evidence of producing strong, 
pfanting, 
however, is not coming up in a very 
encouraging manner. but the season 
has been very favorable, and the en- 
tire area may prove to be successfully 
set later on. This work was the re- 
sult of the efforts of T. P. Lukens, 
an experienced forester, and one who 
is familiar with the nature and envir- 
onment of every native forest plant. 
The gcvernment spent several hun- 
dred ‘dollars for seed in this experi- 
ment. Mr. Lukens devoted a large 
portion of his time to the work last 
winter, and the irrigators donated 
their labor in putting the seed into 
the ground. So it ts a copartnership 
experiment, in which many of our peo- 
pie are personally interested, and upon 
the success of which the water sup- 
ply of most portions of Southern Cali- 
fornia will be in a measure dependent. 
Our mountain forests are not of the 
poetic grand class, but they are of so 
much more importance to agriculture 
than are forests in non-irrigated dis- 
tricts that we give them first place in 
the line of importance. In many of 
the Hastern States the practice 
of forestry has reached an ad- 
vanced condition. Large aresa area 


now under scientific and prac- 
tical supervision, the purpose be- 
ing especially to utilize the grown tim- 
ber supply without disturbing the im- 
mature trees. A regular forest work- 
ing plan has been adopted. This in- 
cludes sawing and felling the grown 
trees without bruising or crushing the 
young, ridding the young growth of 
ice, the economy of sawing the logs 
rather than the waste of chopping, the 
adoption of the practice of requiring 
the lumberman to harvest his own tim 
ber with due regard to the growing 
forests subordinate to the order of the 
forests subordinate to the order of the 
forester, even upon the owner's land. 

The conservation of local forests is 
just in its infancy, but Mr. Lukens's 
experiments are a real start in that 
line. The, government has appointed 
more rangers and something has been 
done to systematize the fire patrol and 
to minimize the delay in attacking out- 
breaks. Some years from now we may 
expect to see a scientific and practical 
working plan in force among the for- 
ests of Southern California. It can be 
more thoroughly applied upon the for- 
est reservations than in the private 
forests of the East, for the question of 
commercial use does not enter. Propa- 
gation, conservation and protection to 
our watersheds should be the motto 
of every farmer, and every citizen for 
that matter, as all are interested in the 
water supplies of these mountain areas.

It is Powdery Miidew. 

I have seen specimens of grapevines 
and leaves from Banning, Riverside, 
Monrovia, Lamanda, Glendora, Frult- 
land and Glendale within the last 
week, mostly gathered in my rounds 
about the orchards and vineyards of 
this section. In every case but one the 


leaves bear the unmistakable mark 


of “powdery mildew.” a disease that 
did not prove fatal to vines prior to 
the two last decades in Southern Cali- 
fornia. Under a powerful microscope a 
network of silvery, spiral threads ap- 
pear, bearing hundreds of conical 
fruits or spore cases,.and each case 
containing exactly eight spores, gradu- 
ated from the base of the cone to its 
tip. This fungus, while rooted in the 
leaf, stands up above the surface and 
is thus easily reached by sulphur or 
other fungicide. Soon after the spore 
cases mature they fall from the spiral 
threads and are ready to germinate 
for another crop of mildew. 
Vineyardists should not become 
alarmed at the prospects of the Call- 
fornia vine disease if the leaves show 
only the symptoms of mildew. There 
is rarely. if ever, a discoloration of the 
leaf between the ribs and veins, but 
rather a sickly look of leaf all over, 
and covered with a dim, whitish coat 
visible without the glass. This is a 
good year for spreading abroad fungi- 
cide on general principles. I hope the 
hot weather may make their applicar 
tion less necessary. No period for 
years has witnessed such an attack 
of fungus disease as the present. The 
preceding dry seasons, the present 
rainy one. the foregoing cool spring 
and summer, have taken away the 
resistant properties of vegetable 
growth. Grape growers should be espe- 
cially active in assisting their vines 
to throw off the pest of the fungi. 
The Riverside county Horticultural 
issioners $811.96 last 
month, including all inspection, office 
and salary accounts. The total ex- 
penses of the Los Angeles county 
Horticulturtal Commissioners for June 
were $565.40. The cost of the Riverside 
commission was largely increased last 
month by the general activity inaugu- 
rated in that county against the red 
scale, and the few black scale with 
which the orchards there are afflicted. 
The recent Supreme Court decision wiil 
strengthen the work of the Riverside 
commissioners under the plan of oper- 
ating, which may be adopted by other 


counties. 
—— 


cyanide for Fruit. 

Experiments have been made lately in 
Australia with cyanide for the preser- 
vation of fresh fruits by fumigation. 
The fruit is packed without wrapping, 
in ordinary boxes, and subjected to the 
fumes of ¢yanide. Afterward it is re- 
packed and each fruit wrapped in the 
usual way. The result was most favor- 
able, and lends color to the claim that 
the gas really improves the fruit when 
applied to the tree to kill insect pests. 
It is known that cyanide kills the tree 
fungi, and is especially destructive to 
the black smut that grows upon the 
honeydew following the black scale. 
The Australian experiments seem to 
have been thoroughly made, and to 
have brought the most conclusive and 
beneficial results. A few more dis- 
coveries of this kind will place cyan.de 
as one of the greatest preservatives 
as well as destructives in the chem- 
ical world. 


Poor Peaches. 


I hear a general complaint of the 
poor quality of deciduous fruits this 
year. The general cause is the debi!- 
ity of the tree, arising from the lack 
of water, and from the bad spring the 
trees had in 1900. The trees did not re- 
cover sufficiently to put on a strong 
retting of fruit buds last fall, and we 
are now experiencing the result in 
attenuated crops and poor qualities of 
fruit, even where a fair crop.is matur- 
ing. Apricots and other deciduous 
fruits are suffering from the saine 
causes. In hundreds of cases old apri- 
cot trees have taken occasion to die. 
even after surviving the hardest of the 
ordeal. Some of tue finest old apricot 
orchards in the county are dying this 
summer from some climatic cause. The 
roots are not affected, so we may rea- 
sonably suppose it is resultant from 
the attack of sour sap induced by the 
strange February and March weather 
of 1900. The trouble ts not altogether 
in California. Georgia peaches are un!- 
versally below grade, the fruit jour- 
nals of the East reporting that the 
State has not sent out a first-class 
peach this s2ason.

Phylloxera Rampant. 

The wisdom of the Supervisors and 
the horticultural authorities of this 
county in placing an absolute embargo 
upon the importation of Northern 
grapevines is apparent when we read of 
the ravages of phylloxera in Fresno 
county. The California Fruit Grower 
in its last issue publishes Mr. Bioletti's 
report to the State University concern- 
ing this dreaded infection: The re- 
port states that phylloxera is now 
found in the heart of the grape dis- 
tricts of Fresno county, extending 
from the center of Nevada Colony 
southward to the railroad, joining 
Fresno and Sanger. Here is an ex- 
tract from Bilolettt's report which is 
certainly so alarming that every 
county south of the Tehachapi will 
take radical steps to prevent the in- 
sect from getting a hold in Southern 
California: 

The center of the infested area lies 
about four miles east of the town lim- 
its of Fresno. Nearly all of the spots 


found are large, from two to ten acres,

Whether this un- 
usual character of the infested spots 
due to rapid pfoduction of winged 
forms, or to the slow dying of the 
vines, owing to the nature of the soil, 
which is very favorable to the produc- 
tion of new roots, remains to be in- 
vestigated. 

“Whatever the cause of this pecul- 
farity in the nature of the infested 
spots, it makes it extremely probable 
that there are many other spots: 
which we have not yet discovered and 
which perhaps at present show no in- 
jurious effects, but which are already 
abundantly infested. This makes all 
hope of stamping out the disease in 
the count, by any method of ‘death 
treatment’ hopeless.” 


— + 


Keeping it Quiet. 

Apropos to the deadly spread of 
phylloxera, the horticultural authort- 
ties are often criticized for publishing 
the prevalence of new or pecultar in- 
sect or fungus infection. E. W. Hu- 
gard, of the University, in speaking 
of the ravages the phylloxera had 
made before discovery says: We have 
an abundant experience in Napa and 
Sonoma county of the result of the 
hushing-up policy. It simply resulted 
in the rapid carrying around of the 
infection all over the valley, and all 
there was to offset the enormous in- 
jury thus done were a few land sales 
to eastern and other ‘tenderfeet,’ and 
an additional blot upon the reputation 
of the State for fair dealing with im- 
migrants. This station cannot be 
made a part ceps criminis by remain- 
ing silent when matters stand as they 
do.“ 


Chance for Nurserymen. 

There is an opportunity now for the 
good nurserymen of Southern California 
to propagate grape vines upon resist- 
ant roots. Propagators can tell one 
the varieties of grape that have re- 
sistant qualities. The Northern Spy 
apple upon its own roots will restst 
the woolly aphis, and by means pecu- 
Har to dirst-class propagators this ap- 
ple is given its own roots from the end 
of the scion. This principle of sur- 
vival has arisen generations ago from 
the plants having to fight for its lite 
against aphis under all conditions. 
There are varieties of grape that have 
won out in the same way, and France 
will have conquered phylloxera in an- 
other decade or so through importing 
American resistant stock upon which 
to grow their fine kinds of grapes. 
Why should our nurserymen not take 
hold of this matter, and rrepare a 
stock of vines that could be planted 
with impurity everywhere. It is known 
that even the “Anaheim disease” at- 
tacks the less- resistant vines in pref- 
erence to others, which would give 
added profit and prestige to the nur- 
serymen who should recognize and 
apply this fact to the propagation of 
vines. A hint to the wise is all that 
is necessary.

The Blastophaga. : 
While the subject is not altogether 


new, the following extract is taken 


short | the fertilization of the fig by what may 


be termed artificial means. It is in- 
tensely interesting and told in a true 
and most attractive style: 

“The blastophaga is extremely mi- 
nute, being barely visible to the naked 


eye. Scientifically the insect is called 
Blastophaga ne. Blastos means a 
germ, and t fact that the female 


gnaws its way Into the fig intended to 
be fertilized may explain the rest of 
the derivation, which is from phago, to 
eat. 

“Armed with a microscope, one is 
able to see the process of caprification. 
On every female tree of the Smyrna 
type hung a number of little withered 
figs from the male or Capri tree. By 
means of a raphe or tiny cord these 
figs are suspended in such fashion that 
they cannot be easily dislodged by the 
wind till their mission has been ac- 
complished. 

“Mr. Roeding 8 open one of there 
withered figs, and, what a transforma- 
tion! The interior was full of life. It 
was indeed a microcosm that was re- 
vealed, only there was one feature of 
it that does not obtain in human life. 
In the blastophaga world the males 
have nothing to do but stay at home, 
raise families, live luxuriantly and die 
contented. The males are pretty and 
ycllowish brown in complexion; the 
males are ugly and black. 

“The emerging of the males and fe- 
males from the cells in which they 
had been immured was easily visible 
under the pocket microscope. Then, 
after awhile, it was explained, the fe- 
males would make their way out of 
the parent capri fig through a tiny hole 
or ‘ostiolum’ at the broad end, They 


would be laden with the pollen cling-’ 


ing to the interior of the parent fig. 
After a brief flight the perfect female 
insect would make its way through the 
ostiolum, or tiny opening at the 
broad end of the budding female or 
Smyrna fig, and there—in the search 
for a place to lay its eggs—transfer 
the pollen to the stigma within. Every 
fig so visited and fertilized would bear 
fruit that could be dried, packed, pre- 
served and sold with the assurence that 
it would be the exact duplicate of the 
imported fig of commerce. 

“Mr. Roeding showed that the lite

The blastophaga of the third crop 
are left to hibernate, so to speak, in 
the winter in the fig trees which are 
dormant during the season. One of 
the quaintest dnd most _ instructive 
spectacles was that shown by the 
microscope, immediately revealing 
where a tree had been fertilized. Every 
female blastophaga that enters a fig 
loses its wings in the process and sub- 
mits to immuration in a prison from 
which there is no escape. She can but 
wander around within the prison cell, 
distribute the fertilizing pollen 

which she has e the transporta- 
tion agent, and then die. For her 
there is no return. The microscope 
shows the tiny wi glistening at the 
entrance point of nearly every fig 
which a female blastophaga has vie- 
ited and in which she finds her tomb.“

second quarter of 1901 were $7,602, 
less than in the first quarter of this 
year, and $17,623.675 less than in the 
game months of 1900, while the average 
liability per failure was smaller than 
in the corresponding q uarter of any 
other year since these ‘records were 
begun in 1875, with the single excep- 
tion of 1899. Another gratifying exhibit 
is made by the table showing defaulted 
liabilities to each firm in business. 
During the second quarter of 1901 this 
ratio was only $20.33: by no means a 
heavy burden for solvent firms to bear. 
Only seven out of the preceding 105 
quarterly periods made a more favor- 
able record.

The report of a city health officer 
isn’t as a usual thing very interesting.

In 
speaking of the death rate he refers to 
the fact that many consumptives seek 
the avantage of our superior climate. 
who only live a few months or weeks 
after their arrival, and who never 
should have been advised to leave the 


comforts of an eastern home. Dr. 
Baird further says: 
“There are others, no doubt, who 


seek this climate before the disease is 
far advanced, and either recover or 
have the satisfaction of having their 
lives prolonged. Many make the mis- 
take of thinking that if they can es- 
cape the eastern winter that no ad- 
vantage ts galned by spending the 
summer in Southern California. but our 
experience is that the summer here 
has even more to recommend it to the 
invalid, as well as the pleasure-seeker, 
who wishes to escape the moist heat of 
an eastern summer. Those who wish 
to bring up their children in a locality 
where diseases common to the East 
and Middle West are almost unknown 
will find a haven in Southern Callfor- 
nia. Not one case of cholera infantum 
has been reported during the year. This 
must surely in time place Southern 
California in a proper light to those

SANTA ANA, July 11—{From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent.] The 
incorporation proposition from Fuller-

FOUND BOERS WERE SURROUNDING 
THEM UNEXPECTEDLY. 


British Were Obliged to Retreat Leav- 
ing Their Wounded Behind and the 
Tents Standing—War Secretary’s 
Findings Regarding Burgher Atro- 
cities.

LONDON, July 11.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
le.] A yeomanry trooper, in a let- 
ter describing the Vlakfontein affair, 
May 28, (when the garrison of Viak- 
fontein on the Johannesburg-Durban 
Railroad had 174 men put out of action 
by the Boers) adds the startling intel- 
ligence that the British, the night after 
that fight, discovered that the Boers 
were surrounding their camp and were 
obliged to retreat, leaving their tents 
standing and their wounded behind 
them. 


BOERS SHOT WOUNDED. 
WAR SECRETARY'S FINDINGS. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATID PRESS—a.M.) 
LONDON, July 11.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble. I. Official corroboration of the 
charges that the Boers murdered the 
British wounded at Viakfontein prom- 
ises soon to be forthcoming. In the 
House of Commons today, replying to 
questions of Henry Norman, Liberal, 
the War Secretary, Brodrick, read the 
telegraphic correspondence with Lord 
Kitchener on the subject.

Lague, a restaurant-keeper, the de- 
fendant has a different, but none the’ 
less interesting story to tell, from 
that which appeared in these columns | 
yesterday, Mrs. Logue claims to have 
money in the bank, to have never done 
anything but a cash business, and that 
instead of her owing Volkan any- 
thing, she says he owes her for board. 
Her story is that Mr. Volkam has 
boarded with her for considerable 
time. Her dealings with him have 
been on a business basis, though he 
has frequently bothered her with hints 
abou. not working if she would 
marry; offers of assistance, gifts and 
sundry undesired attentions. The 
produce, wood, etc., purchased of 
Volkam were taken in lieu of board, 
or else paid for in cash, and the kitchen 
range Mrs. Logue has agreed to pay 
the hardware man for direct. 

Mrs. Logue says Volkam forced his 
attentions upon her, until the limit 
was reached the night of July 4, when 
she says Volkam called at her room 
while she was dressing, and she bade 
him depart. Several hours later she 
heard him pouring his woes out to the 
moon, perched on a eracker box in 
her back yard. She chased him away 
and Jocked the back gate. 

This last act, she says, aroused 
Volkam's indignation. He shook his 
fist at her, and declared by the moon, 


or some greater divinity, that he 
would bring her to her knees. The 
law suit, Mrs. Logue says, is a 


trumped-up slanderous effort to ruin 

her business and reputation, and she 

intends to call his bluff to the limit. 
SUGAR MAKING BEGUN. 

The sugar factory did not commence 
making sugar yesterday as was ex- 
pected, and the great siren whistle did 
not summon the laborers to work until 
6 o'clock today. The delay was be- 
casioned by some slight changes re- 
quired after the tests of the day before. 
But things went off with a whoop this 
morning, and the factory is rumbling 
out spitting steam from every pwre. 
The gait struck is one-half capacity, 
but this will be gradually increased 
as the men and machinery become bet- 
ter acquainted. 

The harvest is estimated at 11,500 acres 
Or a tonnage of 137,000. These are fig- 
ures given out by the Agricultural 
Department today. Among the greatest 
cultivators of beets this season first 
comes the Patterson Ranch. A corpo- 
ration controlled by the Oxnards. It 
has an acreage of 16,000, which will 
bring an estimated tonnage of 2.400 
beets. Albert Maulhardt has 400 geres. 
and the Hill ranches 348, or 5500 tons 


So far the percentage of sugar in the 
beets has been very satisfactory. It has 
been running over 19 per cent., and 
bears out J. G. Hamilton's statement 
that this valley is the best adapted 
place in the world for beet culture. 80 
far, also, no farmer has been receiv- 
ing a less tonnage than he expected 
from his beets. Besides the growers in 
the immediate vicinity of the factory 
a carload a day is coming in from Su- 
crosa and Camarillo. 
‘OIL SPRINKLER HERE. 

The apparatus for putting oll on the 
county road between Montalvo and 
Ventura has come at last, and ad le- 
lay will be permitted before the oll 
test will be made. The traffic will be 
forced to take the side of the road un- 
til the oil is sufficiently dried. 

The sprinkler will hold twenty bar- 
rels. It is applied to the road hot, and 
a scraper follows the sprinkler and 
theroughly mixes the boiling oil with 
the sand and dust of the road. The 
outfit will be operated by Harry Valen- 
tine of Montalvo, and the work has the 
personal supervision of T. J. Gabbert, 
county father from Oxnard district.
